Court Won’t Quash 
Stieber Indictments; 
To Hear Arguments 


Bucks County Court has de­ 
clined to quash indictments for 
bribery and conspiracy against 
Bristol Township School Director 
John R. Stieber. 


Instead the court will allow 
Stieber’s attorney, James Fitz- 
eharles 3rd, to argue his case be­ 
fore all four judges in Argument 
Court. 


According to Fitzcharles’ mo­ 
tion to quash the indictment, his 
client didn’t accept or receive 
money or anything else ol value 
as required by the public school 
code. 


Contention in Motion 


Also the motion contends that 
Stieber “did not vote or withhold 
a vote upon any appointment, 
matter or action.” 


The motion also maintains that 
the justice of the peace who held 
Stieber for court — John Melvin 
— was without jurisdiction. The 
case, Fitzcharles maintains, re­ 
mained with JP Leon H. Milnor 
who threw it out for insufficient 
evidence.

BOSTON (UPI) - Gov. William 
W. 
Scranton 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
often mentioned as a possible 
GOP 
presidential 
candidate 
in 
1964, says that no Republican 
could defeat John F. Kennedy if 
the election were held today. 


But, Scranton said Thursday 
night, "1964 is another guess.” 
Scranton, featured speaker at a 
$100-a-plate dinner to help wipe 
out the debt incurred by George 
Cabot Lodge in his unsuccessful 
senatorial campaign against Ed­ 
ward M. Kennedy, denied that he 
would be a presidential candi­ 
date. 
"I have no presidential ambi­ 
tions—either in 1964 or 1968,” he 
said. "For the 21st time, I am 
not a candidate for 1964. Nor am 
I a candidate for 1968. 
Asked if he would accept a 
draft, he said, "I don’t think, 
realistically, there is such a thing 
as a draft these days.” 
Scranton said that "I think 
right now” New York Gov. Nel­ 
son Rockefeller was the Republi­ 
can standard bearer. But he said 
politics change so frequently that 
it would be impossible to tell who 
would be the leader next year.” 
Scranton warned the Republi­ 
can party not to “throw its lot 
with the segregationists” simply to 
gain “temporary political advan­ 
tage in the South. 


“The guarantee of human and 
civil rights is a moral issue. De­ 
priving people of equal opportu 
nity is a moral wrong.” 
Civil rights, he said, will be 
known in history as "the single 
greatest issue of the 20th Cen 
tury. 
"The Republican party must 
make it clear that it is commit­ 
ted not only philosophically to the 
real equality of all men, but that 
we are committed to it as a prac­ 
tical and everyday occurrence.” 
The governor said he did not 
welcome as a Republican "a man 
whose only reason for joining us 
is the hope of leaving his Negro 
neighbors outside. The Republi­ 
can party should waste no time 
wondering ‘how far to go’ on 
civil rights. We must move imme­ 
diately to prove the Republican 
party is the party of civil rights, 
or human rights.”

It is taking an average of six 
to eight weeks for refunds to lie 
sent out — and there is nothing 
the Bristol office can do about it. 
AII returns have lo go to Phila­ 
delphia, and refunds are mailed 
from there 
Although there are many ex­ 
emptions that can be listed, some 
cannot. One man, for example, 
wanted to put down under medi­ 
cal treatment fees he owed to 
tin1 veterinarian for treatment to 
his dog. 
Many 
of 
the 
problems 
are 
caused by |>eople giving the wrong 
advice to friends who are filling 
out their forms. Manion said. 
"People are always getting ad­ 
vice from ‘someone else,’ and 
very often ifs the wrong advice. 
lf they have any problems, they 
should get in touch with us first,” 
Manion said. 
Must Br Declared 
Some people, for example, are 
advised that if they receive less 
than $10 interest on a bank ac­ 
count, they need not declare it. 
In fact they do, said Manion — 
all interest on savings and loans 
must lie declared. 
Other problems are caused by 
employers not sending out the 
W2 form in time, or in some 
cases not at all 
The employe 
should make every effort to get 
the form, but if this is impossible, 
he 
can 
estimate 
his 
income 
from his pay stubs, Manion said. 
One thing taxpayers should do. 
Manton explained, is to make a 
copy of his return — and always 
make sure that they attach the 
W2 form when they send the re­ 
turn in. The return can be either 
taken to Bristol, or mailed di­ 
rectly to the main tax office at 
401 N Broad St,. Philadelphia 7. 
Even More Frightening 
By this time. I had discarded 
1040A for the even more frighten­ 
ing 1040. After a lot of thought, 
and with much help from Manion. 
I managed to get it completed 
This was a much better form 
than the other one. I decided. 
Because by itemizing. I should be 
getting another $20 back. It might 
take another eight weeks before 
I get it all, but that’s nothing.

Delhaas High Joint School Board 
meeting with the announcement 
that Mrs. R. Louise Burr, dieti­ 
tian for the school district, is re­ 
signing. 


District Superintendent Robert 
P. Martin announced that Mrs. 
Burr's resignation will be effec­ 
tive July I. 


Charges of mold-crusted butter 
being used for cooking in some 
elementary s c h o o l cafeterias 
were aired recently by the school 
board. Mrs. Burr had told the 
board she had no knowledge of 
such practices. However, she did 
disclose that an investigation by 
representatives of the Bureau of 
Surplus Foods had revealed 17 
cases of moldy butter stored in a 
commercial locker. 


The butter, in turn, was sold 
to a rendering company with the 
school 
district 
having 
to 
pay 
$363.80 to the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture because of negligence 
in properly storing the donated 
commodity.

Incidents of moldy butter and 
c o n t a m i n a t e d sugar, plus 
charges 
of

flicts," resulted in Mrs. Jessie 
Saxman, manager of the Abra­ 
ham Lincoln School cafeteria, anti

Property Sought 
The county park board is try­ 
ing to acquire two properties in 
Middletown, the Philip Van Vos- 
sen farm and the William Rossi­ 
ter land, both on Route 413. 
Bucks County launched its in­ 
tensive 
campaign 
to 
acquire 
area for parks in 1960. It em­ 
barked on a two-decade program 
of land acquisition financed by 
$1,500,000 bond issue. 
The park board has gradually 
been acquiring land in the Mill 
Creek Valley located in Middle­ 
town and Bristol Townships and 
has about 300 to 400 acres more to 
obtain. 
Robert W. Pierson, executive 
director of the county park board, 
has been urging the county to 
adopt a two mill tax for park 
purposes.

Be Changed 


INDIANTOWN GAP, Pa. (UPI) 
—A complete reorganization of 
the Pennsylvania Army National 
Guard, affecting 75 communities 
across the Commonwealth, was 
announced yesterday by state Ad­ 
jutant General Thomas R. White. 


One unit of the Nike Base on 
Ford Road in Bristol Township 
where 91 officers and men serv­ 
ing as a part-time unit will be 
disbanded and absorbed into oth­ 
er Army units including artillery, 
infantry and armor, White an­ 
nounced. 


Remaining will be the full-time 
air defense units of the 166th Ar­ 
tillery on regular combat mission. 


The unit to be disbanded is one 
of five surrounding the Philadel­ 
phia area. 


The change will become effec­ 
tive about April I. 


Four Batteries 


With the conversion of part­ 
time units completed, four opera­ 
tional batteries will be under one 
headquarters. 


The four batteries ringing the 
Philadelphia area will be in Bris­ 
tol Township, Village Green, Pa­ 
oli and Worcester. 


The operations of these bases 
in one year are expected to be 
converted to use of the Nike Her­ 
cules, 
a 
larger 
weapon 
with 
atomic possibilities. The N i k a 
Ajax is presently the weapon at 
these bases. 


White emphasized that total 
guard strength would be slightly 
increased and no armories would 
be affected, although some units 
will be disbanded and their men 
reassigned to other outfits. 


The plan calls for the conver­ 
sion of the 28th Division from the 
"Pentomic" structure, based on 
five infantry battle groups, to a 
reorganization of Hie Army Divi­ 
sion (ROAD) structure, consist­ 
ing of a division base and three 
combat divisions of flexible size 
and composition. 


The Defense Department called 
for the reorganization last year 
but its implementation was delay­ 
ed by protracted negotiations be­ 
tween state and federal military 
officials. 


Elimination of the 51st Artillery 
Brigade headquarters in Allen­ 
town 
and 
the 218th 
Artillery 
Group headquarters in Pittsburgh 
were listed by White as the prin­ 
cipal changes to be made in the 


Five Philadelphia-area and four 
Pittsburgh area Nike-Ajax train­ 
ing batteries will be consolidated 
into other units under the plan. 
Also in the Pittsburgh area, two 
Nike-Ajax sites will be retained 
pending construction of a new 
armory and two others will be 
returned to active Army control. 
White said units would have to 
be split between some localities, 
including

A Fish Story: John E. Paul, 
business administrator of the 
Neshaminy High School, who re­ 
cently was in Hollywood, Fla., 
recovering from an operation, 
tells the following tale of fish­ 
ing from the new pier in Hol­ 
lywood;
